They propose to kill the prejudice 
by Ihe homoeopathic method: that 
is to say, to educate woman more 
because man thinks she is already 
loo educated. Briefly, tn kill poison 
by more poison. For this purpose 
they intend to throw open educa- 
tion of all grades lo women ns well 
an to men to remove such differ- 
ences as exist in F.ngland. whore a 
woman cannot obtain an Oxford or 
Cambridge degree. Tbey propose 
lo raise the school age of both sexes, 
and to not less than sixteen. The 
object of this, so far as women are 
concerned, is to prevent the exploi- 
tation of little girls of fourteen, 
notably as domestic servants. 

Some Feminists favor coeducation, 
M the plan that it enables the sex- 
es to understand each other, and 
these build principally on Ihe suc- 
asjej of American schools. A more 
vi. dent section, however, desires to 
place the education of girls 
Iv in ths hsnds of 

tiey wish to 

and partly because they 
consider that continual intercourse 
between the "exes lends to deprive 
ultimate love of its mystery and 
its charm. Hut both sections fully 
agree that the broadest possible 
education must be given to every 
woman, so as to fit her for contest 
with every man. 

So much, (hen, for Ihe mental re- 
volution and its eventual effects on 
the position of women in tbe arts, 
the trades, and Ihe schools. In the 
industrial section, especially, we 
have already bad an indication of 
the main line of the Feminist atti- 
tude, a claim to a right to choose. 
This right is indeed the only one for 
which the Feminists are struggling, 
and they struggle for those obscure 
reasons which lie at the root of our 
wish to live and to perpetuate the

Hut alterations in the law are 
minor points by the side of the 
emotional revolution that is to be 
engineered. Houghly 
have to-day reasonable 
si motive women. Such notably 
Ibsen's view: 'Woman cannot es- 
cape her primitive emotions.' But 
he thought she should control these 
inevitables so far as possible: 'As 
soon as woman no longer domin- 
ates her passions she fails to a- 
chieve her objects.' The distinction 
between reason and instinct, how- 
ever, is not so w ide as it seems; for 
reason is merely the conscious use 
of observation, while instinct is the 
unconscious use of the same faculty; 
but as tbe trend of Feminism is to 
make woman self-conscious and sex- 
conscious, tbe Feminists can be said 
broadly to be warring against in- 
stinct, and on the side of reason. 
Tbey look upon instinct as indicat- 
ive of a low mentality. 

This does not mean that Feminism 
is entirely a creed of reason; indeed 
a number of militant Feminists who 
collected round the Knglish paper. 
The Freevvoman. have as an article 
of their faith that one of the chief 
natural needs of woman and society- 
is not less passion but more. If 
I hey wish to raise women's w ages, 
to give them security, education, 
opport unity, it is because they want 
to place them beyond material 
temptations, to make them indepen- jsix weeks, 
dent of a protector, so that nothing months, 
may stand in the way of the pas- 
sionate development of their facu- 
lties. To this effect, of course, they 
propose to introduce profound 
changes in the conception of mar- 
riage itself. 

Without committing themselves 
to free union, the Feminists wish to 
loosen the marriage Ue. and tbey 
might not be averse to making mar- 
riage loss easy, to raising, for in- 
stance, the marriage age for both 
sexes; but as they are well aware 
that, in the present statu of hu- 
man passions, impediments to mar- 
riage would lead merely to an in- 
crease of irregular alliances, they 
lay no stress upon that point.

Olive 
Sehroiiier, and others, but these 
I divergences need not trouble us, 
for Feminism is an inspiration 
I rather than a gospel, and if it lays 
down a programme, it is a tempor- 
ary programme.

One feature manifests itself, and 
that is a change of attitude in wo- 
man with regard to the child. Indi- 
cations in modern novels and modern 
conversation are not wanting to 
show that a type of woman is aris- 
ing who believes in a new kind of 
niatriarchato, that is to say, in a 
■tall of society whore man will not 
figure in the life of woman except as 
tbe father of her child. Two cases 
have roiiie to my knowledge where 
Fnglisb women have been prepared 
to contract alliances with men 
with whom they did not intend to 
pass their lives,— this because they 
desired a child. They consider that 
the child is the expression of the 
feminine personality, while after the 
child s birth, the husband becomes 

that the Wife' should die in child- 
birth, and tho 'Mother' rise from 
her ashes. There is nothing Uto- 
pian about Ibis point of view, if we 
agree that Feminists can so rear- 
range society as to provide every 
woman with an independent living; 
and I do not say that this is the 
prevalent view. It is merely one 
vtoWMnd I do not believe it will be 
carried to the extreme, for the as- 
sociation of human beings in couples 
appears lo respond to some deep 
need; still, it should be taken into 
account as an indication of sex re- 
volt. 

That part of the programme be- 
longs to the ultimate* Among the 
transitory ideas, that is, the ideas 
which are to tit Feminism into the 
modern Slate, are the endowment of 
motherhood and the lien on wages. 
The Feminists do not commit them- 
selves to a view on the broad social 
question whether it is desirable 
lo encourage or discourage births. 
Taking births as they happen, they 
lay down that a woman being in- 
capacitated from work for a period 
of weeks or months while she is 
giving birth to a child, her liberty 
j can be secured only if the fact of 
I the birth gives her a call upon the 
State. Failing this, she must have a 
male protector in whose favor she 
must abdicate her rights because 
he is her protector. As man is not 
handicapped in his work by becom- 
ing a father, they propose to re- 
move the disability that lies upon 
woman by supplying her with the 
means of livelihood for a period sur- 
rounding the birth, of not less than
